If a person’s life depended
‘on it, he could in all probabil-
ity learn to wiggle
freely. Through ccncentration
and months of practice he
might learn to push nerve im-
pulses through to the muscles
that control the ears.

This statement was made by
a woman who was attempting
to regain the use of leg mus-
cles which she could no longer
control because of damage to

a victim of multiple sclerosis.

Whether or not ‘her com-
parison of unused nerves to
damaged ‘nerves is an’accurate
one, it does point out quite
clearly the difficulty of relearn-
ing muscular control which
most of us take for granted
when we perform such every
day feats as walking, writing,

MULTIPLE sclerosis, or MS as
it is called by those who suffer
from it, is a chronic disease
in which hard patches appear
in the brain or spinal cord,
causing interference with the
nerve pathways to the muscles.

000 people in the United States
are its victims.

Symptoms of the disease are
varied and diagnosis is diffi-
cult, especially in the early
stages. Some of the better
known signs are double vision,
tremor, personality disturban-
ces, gradual numbness of the
arms and legs, and finally, in
some cases, complete useless-
ness of the muscles.

IN SEVERAL cases, a stagger-
ing gait has led to false charg-
es of drunkenness. It has been |.
noted also that many victims
have-an unrealistic tendency
to look at the world through
rose - colored glasses. The di-
sease is not contagious, and it
usually appears between the
ages of 20 and 40, Fortunately,
some people are only slightly
affected and go through life
without serious difficulty.

Treatment consists largely
of attempts to reactivate nerve
pathways (or to activate alter-
nate pathways) to the muscles
and to strengthen the muscles
through exercise and physical
therapy. Surgery has been used
in special cases, and several
of the newer drugs have been
tried in others.
